344 Roosevelt Men Refused 


to Vote.

SHERMAN 
WAS 
UNOPPOSED 


With nearly 344 of the Roosevelt 
delegates declining to vote and has­ 
tening away at adjournment time to 
tender to Colonel Roosevelt the nomi­ 
nation of a new party, the fifteenth 
Republican national convention at the 
end of a long and tumultuous session 
renominated William Howard Taft, of 
Ohio, for president, and James School­ 
craft Sherman, of New York, fpr vice 
president. 


President Taft received 561 of the 
1078 votes in the convention, or 21 
more than a majority. The detailed 
vote was: Taft, 561; Roosevelt, 107; 
LaFollette, 41; Cummins, 17; Hughes, 
2; .not voting, 344; absent, 6. 


The total vote for vice president 
was: Sherman, 597; Borah, 21; Had­ 
ley, 14; Merriam, 20; Beveridge, 2; 
Gillette, 1. 


The announcement of the Taft vic­ 
tory was greeted with cheering from 
his adherents and groans and hisses 
from the opposition. 


In the confusion just before adjourn­ 
ment a resolution was adopted giving 
the national committee power to de­ 
clare vacant the seat of any man on 
the committee refusing to support the 
nominee of the regular convention of 
1912. 


When it became abeo?".tely certain 
that Mr. Taft would b,e nominated 
without great difficulty the leaders in 
control of the convention decided to,* 
give him as a running mate his com­ 
panion on the ticket in 1908* 


All others dropped from the race 
and Mr. Sherman was the only candi­ 
date regularly placed before the con­ 
vention. 
A motion from New Hamp­ 
shire to make the nomination by ac­ 
clamation was declared out of order. 
There were many scattering vote on 
the roll call that ensued. 


The revolt of many Roosevelt dele­ 
gates in the convention was apparent 
from the moment the permanent roll 
containing the names of contested del­ 
egates was approved. A “valedictory” 
statement wag read in behalf of Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt, asking that his name 
be not presented, and that his dele­ 
gates sit in mute protest against all 
further proceedings. At no time was 
there an indication of a walkout of 
Roosevelt delegates. 
They expressed 
their revolt by silence. 


The friends of Mr. Taft were in con­ 
trol of the convention from the open­ 
ing until the close. The fight for con­ 
tested delegates was carried to the 
credentials committee and to the floor 
of the convention. The battle began 
as soon as Senator Elihu Root, of New* 
York, was elected temporary chairman 
and at times the police in attendance 
were called upon to restore order. The 
Taft and Roosevelt delegations vied 
with each other cheering and parading 
the aisles of the hall. 


During the second day's session Col­ 
onel Roosevelt issued a statement to 
his delegates urging them to bolt in 
a body if his contested delegates were 
not seated. But Governor Hadley, of 
Missouri, and Senator Borah, of Idaho, 
Roosevelt floor leaders in the conven­ 
tion, refused to bolt and form a new 
party and a split among the Roosevelt 
delegates was threatened. 


Colonel Roosevelt then issued a 
statement after conferring 
with his 
leaders that they should take no part 
whatever in the convention proceed­ 
ings 
unless 
the 
“fraudulent” 
and 
“stolen” delegates, ninety-two in num­ 
ber for Mr. Taft, were unseated. From 
that time on 344 delegates refrained 
from voting. 


The report of the credentials com­ 
mittee on contested delegates was tak­ 
en up by states and the action of the 
national and credentials committed 
was upheld. 


The credentials committee report as 
a whole then was adopted. This endea 
the contests and the convention took 
up the report of the committee on 
permanent 
organization. 
It 
recom­ 
mended that the temporary organiza­ 
tion be made permanent. 


The platform was then adopted, the 
majority of the Roosevelt delegates re­ 
fusing to vote. 


The nominations for president were 
then in order. Warren G, Harding, of 
Ohio, pieced the name of President 
Taft befoxe the convention for the 
nomination, and in doing so he re* 
ferred repeatedly to the internecin? 
strife that almost conyulsed the cors 
vention. He declared that '‘only on e

before was the foundation of the na­ 
tion attacked,” making reference to 
the Civil War. 


Frequently during his speech Hard­ 
ing was interrupted by applause and 
cheers. 


When finally he reached the name, 
“William Howard Taft,” floor and gal­ 
leries burst into life. Hats and hand­ 
kerchiefs were swung In the air and a 
steady roll of cheering swept through 
the hall. 
In the galleries women as 
well as men joined in the demonstra­ 
tion, which redoubled in vigor when 
Harding stepped to the front of the 
platform and tried to quiet it. 


Through the tumult California, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and the Roose­ 
velt states sat silent 


John Wanamaker, of Philadelphia, 
and Nicholas Murray Butler, of New 
York, seconded the nomination of 
President Taft. 


Michael B. Olbrich, of Wisconsin, 
then placed Senator LaFollette in nom­ 
ination. When Olbrich concluded after 
a forty-minute speech there was a de­ 
monstration for LaFollette, carried on 
by the Wisconsin and North Dakota 
delegates on the floor and by many In 
the galleriei*. Several women in the 
galleries displayed pictures of the sen­ 
ator to help along the enthusiasm, 
which continued for upward of ten 
minutes. 


Robert M. Pollock, of Fargo, N. D., 
seconded the LaFollette nomination 
in a brief speech. 


This ended the nominations and a 
YOte was ordered. 


The announced result of the roll 
call was: Absent, 6; Hughes, 2; Cum­ 
mins, 17; LaFollette, 41: Roosevelt, 
107; not voting, 344; Taft, 561. 


Immediately upon the 
formal an­ 
nouncement by Senator Root of the 
nomination of President Taft the roll 
call for nominations for vice president 
was announced. 


Before it began, however, delegates 
and spectators stood while the band 
played 
“America” 
and 
“The 
Star 
Spangled Banner/” 


With much difficulty sufficient quiet 
was restored to hear the chairman's 
announcement 


Alabama yielded to New York and J. 
Van Vechten Allcott took the platform 
to renominate Vice President Sher* 
man. 
Allcott’s 
speech did not last 
three minutes, and it was received 
without enthusiasm. Harry Daugherty, 
for Ohio, merely moved a second for 
Sherman's nomination. 


There were no other nominations 
and tbe call of the roll on the vice 
presidential nominations was ordered. 
The result was; Sherman, 597; Borah, 
21; Hadley, 14; Merriam, 20; Bever 
idge, 2; Gillette, 1. 


In the closing moments of the con« 
vention a resolution was passed under 
the gaven giving the natienal commit 
tee the power to fill all vacancies and 
empowering the committee to declare 
vacant the seat of any member who 
“refuse? to support the nominees of 
this convention.” Former Represents 
tive Hemenway, of Indiana, introduced 
the resolution,

Progressive Convention Nomi' 
nates Him For President. 


Former President Theodore Roose­ 
velt was nominated for president as an 
independent in the dying hours of the 
Republican national convention in Chi­ 
cago in which he had met defeat. 


The followers of Colonel Roosevelt 
gathered in Orchestra hall, less than 
a mile from the Coliseum, and pledged 
their support to the former president. 


In accepting tbe nomination Colonel 
Roosevelt appealed to the people of 
all sections, regardless of party affil­ 
iations, to Htand with the founders of 
the new pa»:y, one of whose cardinal 
principles, he said, would be “Thou 
shalt not steal.” 


The informal nomination of Colonel 
Roosevelt was said to be chiefly to 
effect a temporary organization. A call 
la (o be issued for a state convention 
lu Illinois, the work of organization 
will be pushed forward rapidly, state 
by state. At a later time, probably 
early in August, it is intended that a 
national convention shall be held. 


Colonel Roosevelt, in accepting the 
nomination, said he did so on the un­ 
demanding that he would willingly 
step aside if it should be the desire 
of the new party, when organized, to 
select another standard-bearer. 


•‘The Progressive Party” was the 
name chosen, and it was the announc­ 
ed purpose of the leaders to take over 
the machinery of the Republican party 
in states wheer the organization is in 
control of the Roosevelt men. In such 
cases the Republican candidate« for 
state offices may be indorsed, if they 
do not wish to go through the form ol 
boltina. 


Tornado Destroys Town. 


When after twenty-four hours of iso­ 
lation communication finally was es 
tabllshed with the town of Jackson 
ville, near Washington, Pa., it was 
found that the entire village had. been 
wrecked by a tornado which, accom­ 
panied by heavy rain and a severe 
electrical storm, swept ovex that" 
tion. 


Not a house, barn or stable is left 
Intact In Jacksonville, and 1000 inhab­ 
itants are camping in the fields. Many 
are suffering from hurts and physi 
elans have been sent to the stricken 
district from neighboring towns. 


Members of the Unity Presbyterian 
chureh had remarkable escapes from 
death when the tornado tore the roof 
from the building. Many of the con 
gregation suffered slight injuries. 


So far it is impossible to make an 
accurate estimate of the loss in the 
tornado 
district 
Figures 
received 
show that at least $100,000 worth ol 
property was destroyed. This is ex- 
tlusive ef a large number of valuable 
orchards 
swept 
away and summer 
crops simply wiped out of existence.

Indian Hero 8wlms to Shore With 
Boy Across the Columbia River 
at Its Highest. 


To swim th* Columbia 
river at 
tfmatilla, where it is half a mile In 
width, is a test of human strength 
even under the most favorable condi­ 
tions, but to accomplish that feat bur 
dened with the weight of a child and 
in the dead of winter with the swol­ 
len river made more formidable by 
the presence of hundreds of jagged 
Ice floes is an achievement almost un­ 
believable, says a writer in the Ore­ 
gon Journal. 


Yet this was Just what was done 
about eight years ago by a Columbia 
River Indian who had almost reached 
the age of fifty. He is still living to­ 
day on the Umatilla reservation to 
testify to the performance, though no 
man ever heard him boast of it. 


The Indian s name Is Sees-Yuse and 
he Is now the head man of the scat­ 
tered Columbias. It was in the earlv 
years of the new century that he at* 
tempted to make the passage of the 
Columbia in a frail canoe, accompa­ 
nied by a boy of nine years. 
When 
in midstream his little 
craft 
was 
struck with such force by an Ice cake 
that it was overturned. 
Sees-Yuse 
seized his boy companion, and plac­ 
ing him on his back, breasted the 
stream and cpmmenoed his battle to 
gain the shore. 


If men who witnessed the feat are 
to be believed, no white man could 
have accomplished what this old In­ 
dian did. 
Foot by foot he made his 
way toward the southern bank, and 
though swept 
downstream by 
the 
swift 
current, 
his 
progress 
was 
steady. 


Several times he was struck by an 
Ice floe and the Jagged end of one cut 
a deep wound in his neck. 
Finally, 
after what seemed an almost inter­ 
minable time, he. reached the shore 
with his burden, his strength spent by , 
his heroic efforts and loss of blood, 
and almost frozen by the chill water. 
Before the flow of his wound could be 
checked he had almost bled to death. 


Not long after the incident Sees- 
Yuse 
was awarded some heirship 
lands on the Umatilla reservation and 
since that time has lived among the 
Umatillas, Cayuses and Walla Wallas, 
but through the death of the chief- j 
tains of his own tribe he has come 
to be regarded by his people as their 
head man. 


The old Indian, whose facial charac­ 
teristics are so different from those 
of the prairie Indians, is a frequent 
visitor In Pendleton, Ore., and almost 
regplarly once a week calls upon his 
friend, Major Lee Moorhouse, not, 
however, so much for the purpose of 
talking with the major as to gaze at 
a full-length painting of himself which 
adorns the walls of the Moorhouse 
office. 
The painting was made from 
a photograph of Sees-Yuse, taken by 
the major, and the aged red man 
often sits by the hour, childlike, ad* 
miring the likeness on the wall.

Cost of Tuberculosis and Other Pre­ 
ventable Diseases Has Been 
Put Into Figures. 


While state commissions and other 
bodies are trying to find a method for 
reducing the cost of life insurance, 
Prof. James W. Glover of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan demonstrates that 
•very policy-holder of a $10,000 or­ 
dinary whole life policy could save 
about $20 a year on his premiums if 
tuberculosis and typhoid fever were 
eliminated. Tuberculosis alone causes 
a loss to such a policy holder of from 
$16.70 at twenty to $17.50 at the age 
of sixty. At age of twenty, with the 
present high death rate from tubercu* 
icsis, this one disease alone shortens 
the complete expectation of life by 
two years and 158 days. 
While the 
death rate from tuberculosis seems to 
be declining, the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tuber­ 
culosis says that the combined effort 
of every man, woman and child is nec­ 
essary to bring about a radical reduc­ 
tion in life insurance rates such ft* 
Professor Glover has indicated.

Will Resurface Gettysburg: Pike. 
Edward S. Frey, in olinrge of state high­ 
way work in Adams and York counties, 
stated Friday morning that work would 
be started in the very near future—proba­ 
bly next week—resurfacing the pike be­ 
tween Gettysburg and New Oxford. The 
work is to be done thoroughly and the 
road will conform to the regular state 
highways after it is finished. It is under­ 
stood that Mr. Frey will place two gangs 
of men at work, one starting from New 
Oxford and the other from Gettysburg. 
A number of workmen will be brought 
here for the work while jobs will also be 
open to local men who want them. Crush­ 
ed stone will be used on the road «which 
already has ft very good foundation. The 
wooilen bridges will be replaced by pipes 
and the road made level over those, sup- 
plantin’the objectionable“ bumper” which 
proves such an annoyance« The custom­ 
ary rolling will follow the placing of the 
stone on the road. The road between 
Gettysburg and New Oxford forms one of 
the most important parte of the York- 
Chambersburg road. 


Mr, Frey also announces that in addi­ 
tion to operations on this road extensive 
repairs will be made to the Fairfield road 
from Gettysburg to the Maryland state 
line, and to the Bonneauville road from 
the end of the macadam road 2 miles east 
of Gettysburg to the macadam road a short 
distance weBt of Hanover.

Some obstacles in the way of the 
anti-tuberculosis campaign were im­ 
pressively stated at the annual meet­ 
ing of the association which devotes 
its energies to the relief and control 
of this dreadful and ravaging disease. 
Addresses which ought to be widely 
circulated as public documents made 
ft plain that, much as has been ac­ 
complished, the fight against consump­ 
tion is yet only just begun, says the 
Boston Herald. The housing problem 
"which underlies it still needs solu­ 
tion, and the inadequately ventilated 
factory is still with us. 
Medical in­ 
spection has been introduced into the 
schools, but adequate school hygiene 
lingers; preventive measures in the 
home continue to %be neutralized by 
"the widespread ignorance of what is 
meant by wholesome food/' 
There 
are now in Massachusetts about 50,000 
persons suffering from 
tuberculosis. 
Some 6,000 of them will die this year 
as the price of failure to suppress a 
wholly preventable disease. The cost 
to the state of all preventable dis­ 
eases in a round sum of about $50,- 
000,000 annually.

In the quest of the “men higher 
up,” said to bo involved in the Los 
Angeles dynamiting plot that resulted 
in the confession of the McNamara 
brothers, John D. Fredericks, district 
attorney, is pretty certain to be a 
looming figure.

Mr. Fred­ 
ericks was invited to attend and speak on ‘‘Woman’s Sphere on Politics,“ 
which he did, but first he got into the program in a very unexpected man­ 
ner when the members were asked to sing a sort of parody on “America,“ 
Mrs. Bertha Wilkins Starkweather declining to sing the recognized version 
on the ground that America was not the “land of liberty.“ 
She proposed a 
substitute which called for women's votes and other things before admitting 
the land of liberty clause. 


“You are making history here tonight,“ Mr. Fredericks protested, “in re­ 
fusing to sing the national anthem. 
You are asking the right to vote, but 
you'll never get it by that sort of tactics. I am in favor of giving you suffrage, 
but you’ll never get my vote by that attitude. There is a feeling in your atti­ 
tude that the whole world will resent.“ 


That was a poser to most of the women, who speedily “reconsidered,“ 
and the real anthem was read aloud and then sung with enthusiasm—although 
there was a pretty strong “No“ vote on the motion.

He studied at the University of Got­ 
tingen, Heidelburg and Berlin, and ifc 
the author of a number of books on 
Roentgen rays, hydrodynamic^ and 
electricity. 


The awarding of the Nobel prizes 
is an annual occasion of great inter* 
est throughout the world. 
It takes 
place on the anniversary of the death 
of the founder of the fund, Alfred 
Bernhard Nobel. 
The fund amounts 
to over $8,000,000 and the five prizes 
closely 
approximate 
$40,000 
each. 
Those for physics and chemistry are 
awarded by the Academy of Sciences 
of Sweden, that for medicine by the 
Caralus Institute of Stockholm, and 
the literary prize by the Swedish 
Academy. 
The peace prize Js award­ 
ed annually at Christiania, Norway, 
by a committee of five chosen from 
the Norwegian Storthing. 


Others receiving awards were: 
For chemistry, Mme. Marie Sklodowska 
Curie, famous for being with her husband the co-discoverer of radium. 
For 
medicine, Prof. Allvar Gullstrand, of Upsala University in Sweden. For liter­ 
ature, Maurice Maeterlinck. For peace, Prof, T. M, C. Asser, of the Nether­ 
lands, and Alfred Fried, an Austrian editor, who divide the prize between 
them.

Fail of Autumn Leaves. 


The fall of leaves in autumn Is a 
remarkably variable process, the fol­ 
iage of oaks and beeches being slowly 
dropped during a period of weeks and 
even months, while some trees and 
shrubs become suddenly bare in a few 
days. 
A curious report is made by 
Prof. G. Kraus of a horse chestnut and 
a maple in the botanical garden at 
Halle, Germany. Both trees were in 
full leaf when a frost of 26 degrees 
Fahrenheit came on the night of Oct. 
26-27, 1S92, and when the sun rose at 
S o'clock a veritable shower began 
from each tree, the leaves dropping 
in a great stream. 
The fall stopped 
suddenly at the end of an hour from 
the horse chestnut and In about half 
an hour from the maple. In the hour 
the horse chestnut lost 87,603 leaves, 
weighing 135 pounds, and the half 
hour fall from the 
maple 
was 
61 
pounds, or 16,518 leaves, at the aver­ 
age of 9.2 per second. 
The last leaf 
fell from the horse chestnut on Nov. 
10, the total fall from it from Oct. 27 
having been 276,900 leaves, weighing 
445 pounds,

Chinese and Mexican Revolutions and 
«Strife Against Graft and Monop­ 
oly—Grtat Stridei Made In 
Aviation.

'When the historian of the future rec­ 
ords the events of the year 1911, he 
'Will lay particular stress on the poli­ 
tical and social unest throughout the 
•world. This was not confined to any 
one country, nor to a few countries; 
>tt was world-wide, involving practical­ 
ly every nation, both civilized and un­ 
civilized. 
It 
included 
revolutions 
against 
long-standing 
governments, 
battles of labor and capital, wars be- 
tw.een different nations and, in short, 
-everything that could be branded as 
strife against existing conditions or 
^growing conditions. 


Most significant of all the events of 
the year was the explosion in open 
.Tebellion of the hatred, that had been 
.accumulating through the ages, of the 
Chinese against the despotic Manchu 
¿dynasty. Passive, unresisting, yet at 
«the same time loathing and despising 
the power that held them in subject­ 
ion, the millions in the Far East em­ 
pire had for centuries submitted to 
‘toeing trodden on by unreasoning, over­ 
bearing, all-potent 
self-styled 
demi­ 
gods. But China was gradually awak­ 
ening and, when the first flames of 
^revolution burst forth, it was the sig­ 
nal for the conflagration to become 
^general. 


Rebels the Winners Everywhere. 
But the Chinese insurrection 
was 
tout a larger edition of dozens, yea, 
scores, of upheavals of various kinds 
In other parts of the world. 
They 
<broke forth with such suddenness that 
■it was almost impossible to 
realize 
what was occurring until the whole 
'thing was over. 
Without exception, 
<every one of the great disturbances of 
the year that reached an ultimate re­ 
sult, wound up ip favor of the party 
or element rebelling against the con­ 
dition. In not cn^ did the defense win 
•over the offense. 


The Mexican revolution, near to our 
•own doors, was a striking example of 
‘the overturn of regime. Nearer still 
was the successful culmination of the 
^battle for statehood of Arizona and 
<New Mexico. 


Other struggles of equal magnitude 
developed during the year, many 
of 
ithem with sensational effect, in which 
•the issue is still being fought. Among 
these are the battle between labor and 
capital, the "people” and 
monopoly, 
and advocates of popular government 
as opposed to representative govern­ 
m en t Campaigns on graft have been 
Waged with fierce resolution by city, 
•ttate and federal authorities, not only 
:Ja all corners of the United States, but 
abroad as well. 


The McNamara dynamiting case, the 
growth of sentiment for popular elec­ 
tion of all federal officials, the prog­ 
ress of the woman suffrage piovement, 
(trust prosecutions, the campaign for 
¿currency reform and that for lower 
¿tariffs—all these typify the unrest that 
»exists in our own country. 


Year'« Important Event«. 


Aside from the numberless conflicts, 
tmany noteworthy things have 
been 
penned in the diary of 1911. 
Science 
thas witnessed vast strides, particularly 
'In the field of aviation. The flights of 
Atwood from St. Louis to New York 
vand of Rodgers from New York to Pas- 
.adena, -Cal., 
were 
the 
crowning 
lachievements in this, line. About all 
»that remains to be accomplished in av­ 
iation, as a feat, is the crossing of the 
»ocean. 


When all that is good and all that 
¿la bad are considered together, it can* 
mot be ^aid otherwise than that the 
year was one in which the good pre­ 
dominated.

John Doe was a sewing machine 
agent who made such a poor showing 
in the small town where he was lo­ 
cated that he was ordered to close 
up the store and deliver all the ma­ 
chines at a neighboring large city. 
The goods were to be hauled by 
wagon, and as there were two loads 
John arranged for one load to be driv­ 
en by his younger brother, Robert, a 
stenographer, who spent his unoccu­ 
pied hours about 
the 
store. 
They 
started off one morning for their all 
day drive, John leading the way. 


As Robert trailed behind It came 
to him that it was a sin to haul all 
those sewing machines past so many 
prosperous farms where some sewing 
machines were doubtless needed. So, 
choosing a moment when John was 
out of sight around a turn in the road, 
Robert invaded a promising looking 
house. 
He told with enthusiasm and 
convicfon the story he had so often 
heard John tell in a perfunctory and 
futile way, and he wop, leaving a ma­ 
chine and taking away with him a 
first installment on the purchase price 
and a contract. 


When, at the close of the day, John 
arrived at the city office, he explained 
that Robert was on his way with the 
rest of the goods, and nobody was 
worried at the delay. 
But when next 
morning came with no Robert and no 
machines, 
there 
was 
wonderment 
which changed to anxiety as the day 
wore on. 
Late in the afternoon Jonn 
was standing 
at tho door, 
looking 
down the street for his missfng broth­ 
er. 
When he saw Robert in the dis­ 
tance he shouted the glad news to the 
manager. 


The wagon was loaded with baskets 
of eggs and vegetables, barrels of ap­ 
ples and crates of bewildered hens, 
while a bellowing calf was towed at 
the end of a rope. 
Robert's pockets 
bulged with copper and silver coins, 
a roll of bank notes, and a wad of con­ 
tracts written on miscellaneous’ slips 
of paper. 


There was a council of war and a 
reversal of orders. 
The two wagons 
went back next day loaded with sew­ 
ing 
machines. 
This time 
Robert 
drove'the first wagon and John trailed. 
Tho store opened up again with John 
still there, as assistant to the new 
manager. 
Robert, when ho told the 
story, was a district manager. 


There is no moral to the story. Tho 
lesson it teaches is that as a general 
proposition there is a perpetual proc­ 
ess of testing, classifying, and perma­ 
nently grading the talents of men, but 
it is done in the rough 'and not with 
mathematical accuracy.

No stock broker goes anc| 
publishes to the world private infor 
mation that is going to put him at an 
advantage in the markets. 


But then, again, while the rules and 
customs of the stock and money mar 
kets are well ni^ognized and acted 
upon, shifty dealing is at once marked 


You can bo dishonest once, but not 
twice. 
No one will deal with you if 
your reputation has been stained. 


And it is so 
much simpler to be 
straightforward.t Trickery wants learn- 
irg. and is worthless from a pecuniary 
point of view when you have learned 
it, for it loses you in reputation far 
more than you will ever gain in cash. 


The ethics of business are quite as 
definite and binding as in any of the 
professions. Some professions I could 
name would suffer by comparison.

ARE WEAK IN AD WRITING 


Should Be Modest in Stating Qualifi­ 
cations, but Should Not Hesitate 
to State Facts—Sometimes 
Single Word Will 
Catch the Eye. 


Mauy young persons who are look­ 
ing lor positions have no idea now to 
write their advertisement 
in 
such 
form as to attract 
a would-be 
em­ 
ployer’s attention. The writing of ad­ 
vertisements is an art that Is dilated 
upon at length in the announcements 
of the correspondence 
schools, 
but 
the average person has a hazy idea 
that such courses are designed for 
firms having something to sell. 
The 
young person just out of a business 
college does not realize that he is in 
the market with goods to dispose of— 
namely: his services. 
Time may be 
his only capital and every day that 
he is roaming about seeking employ­ 
ment is just so much money abstract­ 
ed from his capital. 


The man who wants to sell mer­ 
chandise writes a description of his 
wares and puts forth their attractions 
in such manner as to make prospec­ 
tive buyers desire to ov/n the goods. 


ployers that he wishes to reach. The 
youth who gives time and thought to 
the writtng or an advertisement 
and 
does not skimp his space will have a 
wider range of 
choice of 
positions, 
with, doiijtless, a higher salary. 


After a few years' experience the 
young person in the business 
world 
who has tact and discretion, and wno 
takes his work seriously, determined 
to make the most of his talents and to 
win a real position in the world or ar- 
falrs, learns to size up his marketable 
assets, in the way of business ability, 
with a fair idea or their real value. He 
should be modest in stating his quali­ 
fications, though in this relation the 
word does not 
mean 
diffidence, but 
should not hesitate to tell facts. 
can handle a 
large 
correspondence 
without explicit dictation/' may be a 
fact, and It is not boasting to state It. 
"My letters bring business” is another 
fact, if the advertiser can prove what 
he claims. 
Too 
extravagant 
state­ 
ments defeat their object.

Novel Calcimine Brush. 


A model concrete city for the wage 
earner is being built at Nanticoke, Pa., 
E. N. Lewis conceived the Idea of 
building theee 'houses of re-enforced 
concrete throughout, which- would not 
only furnish the operatives with model 
sanitary homes, but would serve as 
a demonstration of the possibilities of 
building industrial communities by this 
new process of pouring in steel forms. 
While the idea of the poured house 
Is similar to that of Edison, the meth­ 
od, the Scientific American says, Is 
entirely different from the plan on 
which he has been working. The prac­ 
ticability of the system of building, in­ 
vented by a Washington architect, Mil­ 
ton Dana Morrill, has been demon­ 
strated in the building of a cement 
city, Virginia Highlands, near Wash­ 
ington. 


In the Pennsylvania town for work­ 
men, now being completed, products 
which have been heretofore regarded 
as waste are being utilized. The build­ 
ings are a mixture of -coal cinders, 
sand and cement 
Forty houses are 
being poured, grouped in pairs, inclos­ 
ing a park or a playground which is 
300 by 600 feet

tion by destitute Americans seektng 
essistance to get home. No less than 
?.000 Americans have permamently re­ 
turned from Vancouver alone since 
November 1.

•nd rigidly enforoed In Vancouver.

Noted Author Moved From 
Rottlngdean, 


London,—Although 
every part 
of 
Sussex is within easy reach of Lon­ 
don, there are still many out-of-the- 
way villages In It where 
you 
may 
practically get as far from the Mad­ 
ding crowd as if you were in the mid­ 
dle of a desert. 


One of these is Burwash, where 
Rudyard 
Kipling 
secluded 
himself 
from the torment of sightseers who 
drove him from Rottlngdean. Rotting- 
dean is a quaint seaside village, so 
close to Brighton that every visitor 
here makes a point of seeing it, and 
Kipling used to be looked upon as a 
valuable asset in the attractions of the 
place. 


Every omnibus laden with holiday 
trippers used to make a point of draw­ 
ing up close to his garden wall, while 
the conductor declaimed in a loud 
voice to the passengers (all craning 
their necks in the effort to see as 
much as possible), “This ’ouse, lad ies 
and g«ntletnen, is the residence of the 
distinguished h’author, Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling.” 


There came a day when this oft- 
repeated sentence was followed by 
another—"And there, ladles and gen­ 
tlemen, is the distinguished b'author 
’iBBel, a-takin1 tea with his family on 
the lawn!' 


This was the climax. Rudyard Kip­ 
ling fled and secluded himself at Bur­ 
wash, where there are no trippers and 
where the villagers are of the stolid 
kind prevalent la Sussex, who mind 


their own business and keep them* 
selves to themueh/es, having no more 
interest in distinguished writers than 
in undistinguished readers. 


At Burwash they still tell the story 
of bow George IV., passing through 
the village on one of his journeys to 
Brighton, was greatly 
chagrined 
by 
the air of utter unconcern enveloping 
the place. 
He asked the reason and 
received the explanation direct: “They 
had rung the bells for him when he 
came through the first time and he 
gave them no beer, so they were not 
going 
to ring for him again, 
not 
likely!”

President Chosen on 
First 


HE HAD 21 PLURALITY 


344 Roosevelt Men Refused 


to Vote. 


SHERMAN WAS UNOPPOSED 


With nearly 344 of the Roosevelt 
delegates declining to vote and has- 
tening away at adjournment time to 
tender to Colonel Roosevelt the nomi- 
nation of a new party, the 
fifteenth 
Republican national convention at the 
end of a long and tumultuous session 
renominated William Howard Taft, of 
Ohio, for president, and James School- 
craft Sherman, of New York, fpr vice 
president. 


President Taft received 561 of the 
107S votes in the convention, or 21 
more than a majority. The detailed 
vote was: Taft, 561; Roosevelt, 107; 
LaFollette, 41; Cummins, 17; Hughes, 
2; jiot voting, 344; absent, 6. 


The total vote for vice president 
was: Sherman, 597; Borah, 21; Had-, 
ley, 14; Merriam, 20; Beveridge, 2; 
Gillette, 1. 


The announcement of the Taft vic- 
tory was greeted with cheering from 
his adherents and groans and hisses 
from the opposition. 


In the confusion just before adjourn- 
ment a resolution was adopted giving 
the national committee power to de- 
clare vacant the seat of any man on 
the committee refusing to support the 
nominee of the regular convention of 
1912. 


When it became abco?".tely certain 
that Mr. Taft would b,e nominated 
without great difficulty the leaders in 
control of the convention, decided to 
give him as a running mate his com 
panlon on the ticket in 1908» 


All others dropped from the race 
and Mr. Sherman was the only candi- 
date regularly placed before the con- 
vention. A motion from New Hamp- 
sbire to make the nomination by ac- 
clamation was declared out of order. 
There were many "scattering vote on 
the roll call that ensued. 


The revolt of many Roosevelt dele- 
gates in the convention was apparent 
from the momefit the permanent roll 
containing the names of contested del- 
egates was approved. A "valedictory" 
statement was read in behalf of Colo- 
nel Roosevelt, asking that hjs name 
be not presented, and that his dele- 
gates sit in mute protest against all 
further proceedings. At no time was 
there an indication of a walkout of 
Roosevelt delegates. 
They expressed 
their revolt by silence. 


The friends of Mr, Taft were In con- 
trol of the convention from the open- 
ing until the close. The fight for con- 
tested delegates was carried to the 
credentials committee and to the floor 
of the convention. The battle began 
as soon as Senator EHihu Root, of New 
York, was elected temporary chairman 
and at times the police in attendance 
were called upon to restore order. The 
Taft and Roosevelt delegations vied 
with each other cheering and parading 
the aisles of the hall. 


During the second day's session Col- 
onel Roosevelt Issued a statement to 
his delegates urging them to bolt in 
a body If his contested delegates were 
not seated. But Governor Hadley, of 
Missouri, and Senator Borah, of Idaho, 
Roosevelt floor leaders in the conven- 
tion, refused to bolt and form a new 
party and a split among the Roosevelt 
delegates was threatened. 


Colonel 
Roosevelt 
then 
issued a 
statement after conferring 
with his 
leaders that they should take no part 
whatever In the convention proceed- 
ings 
unless 
the "fraudulent" and 
"stolen" delegates, ninety-two In num- 
ber for Mr. Taft, were unseated. From 
that time on 344 delegates refrained 
from voting. 


The report of the credentials com- 
mittee on contested delegates was tak- 
en up by states and the action of the 
national and credentials 
committers 
was upheld. 


The credentials committee report as 
a whole then was adopted. This endea 
the contests and the convention took 
up the report of the committee on 
permanent 
organization. 
It 
recom- 
mended that the temporary organiza- 
tion be made i>ermanent. 


The platform was then adopted, the 
majority of the Roosevelt delegates re- 
fusing to vote. 


The nominations for president were 
then in order. Warren G. Harding, of 
Ohio, placed the name of President 
Taft 
before the convention for ths 
nomination, and In doing so he re- 
ferred repeatedly to the Internecio? 
strife that almost convulsed the cor. 
vention. He declared that ^'only on e

before was the foundation of the na- 
tion attacked/' making reference to 
tbe Civil War. 


Frequently during his speech Hard- 
ing was interrupted by itpplause and 
cheers. 


When finally he reached the name, 
"William Howard Taft," floor and gal- 
leries burst into life. Hats and hand- 
kerchiefs were swung In the air and a 
steady roll of cheering swept through 
the hall. 
In the galleries women as 
well as men Joined In the demonstra- 
tion, which redoubled In vigor when 
Harding stepped to the front of the 
platform and tried to quiet it. 


Through the tumult California, New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and the Roose- 
velt states sat silent 


John Wanamaker, of Philadelphia, 
and Nicholas Murray Butler, of New 
York, 
seconded the nomination of 
President Taft. 


'Michael B. Olbrlch, of Wisconsin, 
then placed Senator LaFollette in nom- 
ination. When Olbrich concluded after 
a forty-minute speech there was a de- 
monstration for LaFollette, carried on 
by the Wisconsin and North Dakota 
delegates on the floor and by many In 
the galleries. Several women In the 
galleries displayed pictures of the sen- 
ator to help along the enthusiasm, 
which continued for upward of ten 
minutes. 


Robert M. Pollock, of Fargo, N. D., 
seconded the LaFollette 
nomination 
in a brief speech. 


This ended the nominations and a 
TOte was ordered. 


The announced result of the roll 
call was: Absent, 6; Hughes, 2; Cum- 
mins, 17; LaFollette, 41: Roosevelt, 
107; not voting, 344; Taft, 561. 


Immediately upon the 
formal an- 
nouncement by Senator Root of the 
nomination of President Taft the roll 
call for nominations for vice president 
was announced. 


Before it began, however, delegates 
and spectators st*ood while the band 
played 
"America" 
and "The Star 
Spangled Banner,"' 


With much diflUculty sufficient quiet 
was restored to hear the chairman's 
announcement 


Alabama >lelded to New York and J. 
Van Vechten Allcott took the platform 
to renomlriiite Vice President 
Sher- 
man. 
Allcott's 
speech did not last 
three minutes, aud It was received 
without enthusiasm. Harry Daugherty» 
for Ohio, merely moved a second for 
Sherman's nomination. 


There were no other nominations 
and the call of the roll on the vice 
presidential nominations was ordered. 
The result was: Sherman, 597; Borah^ 
21; Hadley, 14; Merriam, 20; Bever- 
idge, 2; Gillette, 1. 


In the closing moments of the con« 
vention a resolution was passed under 
the gaven giving the natienal commit- 
tee the power to fill all vacancies and 
empowering the committee to declare 
vacant the seat of any 3»emiber who 
"refuses to support the nominees of 
this convention," Former Representa- 
tive Hemenway, of Indiana, Introduced

Fonner President Theodore Roose- 
velt was nominated for president as 
independent in the dying hours of the 
Republican national convention in Chi- 
cago in which he had met defeat. 


The followers of Colonel Roosevelt 
gathered in Orchestra hall, less than 
a mile from the Coliseum, and pledged 
their support to the former president. 
In accepting tbe nomination Colonel 
Roosevelt appealed to the people of 
all sectlono, regardless of party affil- 
iations, to Htand with the founders of 
the new pa':y, one of whose cardinal 
principles, he said, would be "Thou 
Shalt not steal," 


The Informal nomination of Colonel 
Roosevelt was said to bs chiefly to 
•ftect a temporary organization. A call 
Is ^ be issued for a state convention 
lu Illinois, the work of organization 
will be pushed forward rapidly, state 
by state. At a later time, probably 
early In August, it Is intended that a 
national convention shall be held. 


Colonel Roosevelt, In accepting the 
nomination, said he did so on the un- 
derstanding that he would willingly 
step aside If It should be the desire 
of the new party, when organized, to 
select another standard-bearer. 


"The Progressive Party" was the 
name chosen, and it was the announc- 
ed purpose of the leaders to take over 
the machinery of the Republican party 
In states wheer the organization is in 
control of the Roosevelt men. In such 
cases the Republican candidate« for 
state offices may be Indorsed, if they 
do not wi^jh to go through the form ol 
bolting.

Flinn, of Pittsburgh, of turning over 
the electoral votes of such states to 
Roosevelt, 
whoever the Republican 
candidate for president may be, will 
be followed if it can bo accomplished.

The old hermit, who was In his nine- 
tieth year, was well known to 
the 
tourists of the White mountains, thou- 
sands of whom have stopped at his 
picturesque 
old 
shanty, which 
he 
called his "ship," 


That "English Jack" became first a 
wandering soldier and then a hermit 
because of a broken heart was known 
to most of his callers. 
Outside his 
cabin he had a series of glass-sided 
tanks in which he bred trout from 
spawn.

snake-swallowing for th« benefit of 
•ummer visitors. 


London His Birthplace. 


"English Jack" was born in London. 
His father and mother died when he 
was twelve. One pound comprised his 
wealth.

For days, barefoot- 
ed, with his bundle of earthly goods 
strapped on his back, he canvassed

Jack caught up with the bus, and 
clambering to the top, found Captain 
Simmons, the child'» father. 


As a reward he gave Jack a berth 
on his ship. Jack made several voy- 
agea and finally became an able aea- 
tt&n. At Xh% end of every voyage be 


always made his home with the Slm- 
monses. 


Simmons and Jack on one voyage 
sailed on a ship named the Nelson for 
the Indian ocean. 
A terrific simoom 
struck and wrecked It on the shores 
of a desert Island. 
Jack and 
Sim- 
mons and eleven other members of 
the crew were all that were saved. 


A diet of snails, mussels and crabs 
resulted in poisoning many of them 
and they died off until only Jack 
and Simmons, with two others, were 
left. 
Simmons took fever and died, 
asking Jack to look out for his little 
Mary. 


Only Survivor of Crew. 


Jack, with 
his 
companions, 
one 
morning weeks later saw a ship rid- 
ing at anchor In the lee of the Island. 
Their signals of distress were sighted 
and they were taken aboard. 


Jack's companions died within 
a 
few days, leaving Jack as the sole sur- 
vivor of the forty-two men who had 
sailed froni London on the Nelson. 
Jack finally arrived In London, after 
having been gone for nineteen months, 
to find that Simmons' wlf^i was dead 
and that little Mary had been sent to 
a workhouse. 


Jack managed to secure her release 
and sent her to boarding school. 
He 
was called away to sea again, and he 
went with 
the understanding 
that 
upon his return Mary should become 
his wife. 


After being gone for a little more 
than a year, he again landed In Liver- 
pool and hastened to the boarding 
school where he had left Mary. 


"Miss Simmons died Just a month 
ago," said one of the teachers. 


Jack, with a stifled cry of anguish, 
fell to the floor unconscious. He was 
111 for many weeks afterward, 
but 
managed to pull through, broken In 
spirit. 
He enlisted In the Crimean 
war and also served as a volunteer 
during the Indian mutiny- At the ter- 
mination of the war he traveled all 
over the globe, resolving to live the 
rest of his life true to Mary's memory. 


His Life as a Recluse, 


He came to this country thlrty-sIx 
years ago and drifted up to the Wliite

The 
poem had been tt)rn from a book of 
Poe's poems by a mountain mission- 
ary, and English Jack treasured 
the 
pastor's gift above all others, 


"We loved with a Wve that was 
more than love," he often tenderly 
repeated 


"English 
Jack" during nil 
those 
years of solitude read ^ome things of 
John Burroughs, John Mulr, Thoreau 
and Whitman, Bryant's "To a Water- 
fowl" filled his soul with Joy, 


He lived mostly on mountain foods, 
deer and duck especially. 
He was a 
crack shot, and if he chanced to come 
upon the spoor of a deer or a bear 
woe to both. 
Because of his ability 
with the rod and line w w n trout wa« 


Indian Htro Swims to Shore With 


Boy Across the Columbia Hiver 
at Its Highest. 


To swim the Columbia 
river 
at 
tfrnatllla, where it is half a mile In 
width, is a test of human strength 
even under the mosti favorable condi- 
tions, but to accomplish that feat bur- 
dened with the weight of a child and 
In the dead of winter with the swol- 
len river made more formidable by 
the presence of hundreds of JaggRd 
Ice floes Is an achievement almost un- 
believable, says a writer In the Ore- 
gon Journal, 


Yet this was Just what was done 
about eight years ago by a Columbia 
River Indian who had almost reached 
the age of fifty. He Is still living to- 
day on the Umatilla reservation to 
testify to the perfomance, though no 
man ever heard him boast of It. 


The Indian s name Is Sees-Yuse and 
he Is now the head man of the scat- 
tered Columblas. It was In the earlv 
years of the new century that he at- 
tempted to make the passage of the 
Columbia In a frail canoe, accompa- 
nied by a boy of nine years. 
When 
In midstream his little 
craft 
was 
struck with such force by an Ice cake 
that It was overturned. 
Sees-Yuse 
seized his boy companion, and plac- 
ing him on his back, breasted 
the 
stream and cpmmenoed his battle to 
gain the shore. 


If men who witnessed the feat are 
to be believed, no white man could 
have accomplished what this old In- 
dian did. 
Foot by foot he made his 
way toward the southern bank, and 
though swept 
downstream 
by 
the 
swift 
current, 
his 
progress 
was 
steady. 


Several times he was struck by an 
ice fioe and the Jagged end of one cut 
a deep wound In his neck. 
Finally, 
after what seemed an almost inter- 
minable time, he reached the shore 
with hiB burden, his strength spent by 
his heroic efforts and loss of blood, 
and almost frozen by the chill water. 
Before the fiow of his wound could be 
checked he had almost bled to death. 


Not long after the Incident Sees- 
Yuse 
was 
awarded 
some 
heirship 
lands on the "Umatilla reservation and 
since that time has lived among the 
Umatlllas, Cayuses and Walla Wallas, 
but through the death of the chief- 
tains of his own tribe he has come 
to be regarded by his people as their 
head man. 


The old Indian, whose facial charac- 
teristics are so different from those 
of the prairie Indians, is a frequent 
visitor in Pendleton, Ore., and almost 
regplarly once a week calls upon hla 
friend, Major Lee Moorhouse, not, 
however, so much for the purpose of 
talking with the major as to gaze at 
a fulMength painting of himself which 
adorns the walls of the Moorhouse 
office. The painting was made from 
a photograph of Sees-Yuse, taken by 
the major, and the aged red man 
often sits by the hour, childlike, ad^ 
miring the likeness on the wall.

Cost of Tuberculosis and Other Pre- 
ventable Diseases Has Been 
Put Into Figures, 


While state commissions and other 
bodies are trying to And a method for 
reducing the cost of life insurance. 
Prof. James W. Glover of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan demonstrates that 
•very policy-holder of a |10,000 or- 
dinary whole life policy could save 
about $20 a year on his premiums if 
tuberculosis and typhoid fever were 
eliminated. Tuberculosis alone causes 
a loss to such a policy holder of from 
116.70 at twenty to |17.50 at the age 
of sixty. 
At age of twenty, with the 
present high death rate from tubercu- 
icsls, this one disease alone shortens 
the complete expectation of life by 
two years and 158 days. 
While the 
death rate from tuberculosis seems to 
be declining, the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis says that the combined effort 
of every man, woman and child is nec- 
essary to bring about a radical rediic- 
tlon in life Insurance rates such as 
Professor Glover has indicated.

codes is practically unsouiid and op-

Illustrating the ab- 
surdity and disparity between penalty 
for crimes in different states,

Smith says: 
"The average sentence 
for perjury in Florida is ten years, in 
Maine one year; for larceny, in Dela- 
ware ten years. In the District of Co- 
lumbia ten months; the penalty for ar- 
son In Pennsylvania is twice that of 
burglary, but in Connecticut the guilt 
of burglary Is twice that of arson; the 
guilt of counterfeiting In Ohio is twice 
that of perjury, but in Rhode Island 
the guilt of perjury is twice that of 
counterfeiting.

Will Rcsurfacc Gettysburg: Pike. 
Edward S. Frey, in charge of state high- 
way work in Adams and York counties, 
stated Friday morning thut work would 
be started in the very near future—proba- 
bly next week—resurfacing the pike be- 
tween Gettysburg and New Oxford. The 
work is to be done thorouuhly and the 
road will conform to the rcKular state 
highways after it is Hnipheti. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Frey will place two gangs 
of men at work, one Bt4irting from New 
Oxford and the other from Ciettysburg. 
A number of workmen will be brought 
here for the work while jobs will also bo 
open to local men who want them. Crush- 
ed stone will be used on the road *which 
already has a very good foundation. The 
wooden bridges will be replaced by pipes 
and the road made level over those, sup- 
plantin'theobjectionable"bumper" which 
proves such an annoyance. 
The custom- 
ary rolling will follow the placing of the 
stone on the road, The road between 
Gettysburg and New Oxford forms one of 
the most important parts 'of the York- 
Chambersburg road, 


Mr. Frey also announces that in addi- 
tion to operations on this road extensive 
repairs will be made to the li'airiield road 
from Gettysburg to the Maryland state 
line, and to the Bonneauville road from 
the end of the macadam road 2 miles east 
of Gettysburg to the macadam road a short 
distance west of Hanover.

Mr, Fred- 
ericks was invited to attend and speak on "Woman's Sphere on Politics," 
which he did, but flrst he got into the program in a very unexpected man- 
ner when the members were asked to sing a sort of parody on "America," 
Mrs. Bertha Wilkins Starkweather declining to sing the recognized version 
on the ground that America was not the "land of liberty." 
She proposed a 
substitute which called for women's votes and other things before admitting 
the land of liberty clause. 


"You are making history here tonight," Mr. Fredericks protested, "in re- 
frslng to sing the national anthem. 
You are asking the right to vote, but 
you'll never get it by that sort of tactics. I am in favor of giving you suffrage, 
but you'll never get my vote by that attitude. There Is a feeling In your atti- 
tude that the whole world will resent." 


That was a poser to most of the women, who speedily "reconsidered," 
and the real anthem was read aloud and then sung with enthusiasm—although 
there was a pretty p-trong "No" vote on the motion.

est throughout the world. 
It takes 
place on the anniversary of the death 
of the founder of the fund, Alfred 
Bernhard Nobel. 
Tho fund amounts 
to over $8,000,000 and the five prizes 
closely 
approximate 
$40,000 
each. 
Those for physics and chemistry are 
awarded by the Academy of Sciences 
of Sweden, that for medicine by the 
Caralus Institute of Stockholm, and 
the literary prize by the 
Swedish 
Academy. 
The peace prize is award- 
ed annually at Christlania, Norway, 
by a committee of live chosen from 
the Norwegian Storthing, 


Others receiving awards were: 
For chemistry, Mme, Marie SUlodowska 
Curie, famous for being M-ith her husband the co-discoverer of radium. 
For 
medicine. Prof, Allvar Gullstrand, of Upsala University in Sweden, 
For liter- 
ature, Maurice Maeterlinck. 
For peace, Prof, T, M, C. Asser, of the Nether- 
lands, and Alfred Fried, au Austrian editor, who divide the prize between 
them.

Fall of Autumn 
Leaves. 


The fall of leaves In autumn Is a 
remarkably variable process, the fol- 
iage of oaks and beeches being slowly 
dropped during a period of weeks and 
even months, while some trees and 
shrubs become suddenly bare in a few 
days. 
A curious report is made by 
Prof. G. Kraus of a horse chestnut and 
a maple in the botanical garden at 
Halle, Germany. 
Doth trees were in 
full leaf when a frost of 26 degrees 
Fahrenheit came on the night of Oct. 
26-27, 1S92, and when the sun rose at 
S o'clock a veritable shower began 
from each tree, the leaves dropping 
in a great stream. 
The fall stopped 
suddenly at the end of an hour from 
the horse chestnut and in about half 
an hour from the maple. 
In the hour 
the horse chestnut lost 87,603 leaves, 
weighing J35 pounds, and the half 
hour fall from the 
maple 
was 
61 
pounds, or 16,518 leaves, at the aver- 
age of 9.2 per second. 
The last leaf 
fell from the horse chestnut on Nov. 
10, the total fall from It from Oct. 27 
having been 276,900 leaves, weighing 
445 pounds.

'Chinese and Mexican Revolutions and 
strife Against Graft and Monop- 
oly—Great Strides Made In 
Aviation. 


"When the historian of the future rcc- 
"3rds the events of the year 1911, he 
•will lay particular stress on the poli- 
itical and social unest throughout the 
•world. 
This was not confined to any 
one country, nor to a few countries; 
»It was world-wide, Involving practical- 
ly every nation, both civilized and un- 
civilized. 
It 
included 
revolutions 
'against 
long-standing 
governments, 
wûattles of labor and capital» wars be- 
tween different nations and, in short, 
-everything that could be branded as 
•strife against existing conditions or 
mowing conditions. 


Most significant of all the events of 
the year was the explosion in open 
•Tebelllon of the hatred, that had been 
'accumulating through the ages, of the 
Chinese against the despotic Manchu 
dynasty. 
Passive, unresisting, yet a t ' 
tthe same time loathing and despising 
the power that held them in subject- 
ion, the millions in the Far East em- 
'Pire had for centuries submitted 
to 
'^eing trodden on by unreasoning, over- 
bearing. all-potent 
self-styled 
demi- 
»Sods. 
But China was gradually awak- 
«ening and, when the 
first 
flames 
of 
»rrevolution burst forth, it was the sig- 
nal for the conflagration to become 
igeneral. 


Rebels the Winners 
Everywhere. 


But the Chinese insurrection 
was 
''but a larger edition of dozens, yea, 
scores, of upheavals of various kinds 
In other parts of the world. 
They 
(broke forth with such suddenness that 
'it was almost impossible to 
realize 
what was occurring until the whole 
'thing was over. 
Without exception, 
»every one of the great disturbances of 
the year that reached an ultimate re- 
•sult, wound up ijx favor of the party 
or element rebelling against the con- 
dition. 
In not cn^did the defense win 
over the offense. 


The Mexican revolution, near to our 
•own doors, was a striking example of 
'the overturn of regime. 
Nearer still 
^ ^ a s the successful culmination of the 
battle for statehood of Arizona and 
'New Mexico. 


Other struggles of equal magnitude 
developed during the year, many 
of 
ithem with sensational effect, in which 
'the issue is still being fought. 
Among 
these are the battle between labor and 
Tîapltal, the "people" and 
monopoly, 
and advocates of popular government 
as opposed to representative govern- 
»ment. 
Campaigns on graft have been 
•t7aged with fierce resolution by city, 
'ttate and federal authorities, not only 
all corners of the United States, but 
Jibroad as well. 


The McNamara dynamiting case, the 
.^owth of sentiment for popular elec- 
ttion of all federal officials, the prog- 
.ress of the woman suffrage ¡novement, 
(trust prosecutions, the campaign for 
currency reform and that for lower 
ttariffs—all these typify the unrest that 
»exists In our own country.

Carbon From Refute Produces Greater 
Calorific Value Than Coal—Cost it 


Very Little. 


Eucalyptus OIK 


Enormous quantities of eucalyptus 
oil have been consumed In the mining 
districts in the processes of preparing 
sulphides of zinc and lead. 
About 
one-half pound of oil is emulsified by 
vigorously shaking it up with 100 gal- 
lons of water, and with this mixture 
the moistened or powdered 
ore 
Is 
stirred up. 
The eucalyptus oil ab- 
sorbs the sulphide particles and car- 
ries them to the surface together with 
the gold and silver contained In them, 
up to 25 per c<jnt. of the actual con- 
tent of the powdered ore being recov- 
ered by the process. 
Tasmanlan euca- 
lyptus oil of tho globules variety, pro- 
duced from the leaves of the blue 
gum and said to be the finest grade of 
eucalyptus oil on the market, is now 
(Jan, 4) worth 36 cents a pound, an 
advance of about 4 cents a pound dur- 
ing the last twelve months. 
The oil 
utilized In smelting may bo obtained 
easily from all kinds of 
eucalyptus 
leaves, but the leaves of the pepper- 
mint gum are at present the chief 
source of supply. 
This oil Is selling 
for 16 to 20 cents a pound,

nothing." 


The interviewer glanced around in

source of all this power. 


"The entire power used In these 
works, which have an annual output of 
tens of thousands of pounds," said the 
proprietor, '"is derived from one thing, 
and one only—the carbon from com- 
mon wet sawdust, if air be excepted!" 


A patent gas plant has now been 
placed on the English market capable 
of producing not only from sawdust, 
but from practically all combustible 
refuse, a gaa greater In power and car 
lorific value, and richer in hydro-car- 
bons, than tho producer gas from coal. 
And the cost of the new fuel for manu- 
facturers who possess quantities of 
combustible watte refuse which they 
would otherwise have to destroy is 
practically nothing. 


"I have recently installed one of 
these 
plants," 
said 
Mr. 
Clarke, 
of 
Messrs. Clarke & Co., Oroveroad, Bow, 
who make hundreds of tons of waste 
sawdust, wood chips, and shavings In 
heir business, "and I can only say that 
I am delighted with it. I estimate that 
whereas my power wat formerly de- 
rived from producer gas made from 
coal costing me about |25 a week, it 
will now cost me nothing at all. 


DUMPER ON A MOTOR TRUCK 


Especially Adapted for Handling of 
Coal and May Be Turned In 
Any Direction Detlrtd. 


A model concrete city for the wage 
earner it being built at Nanticoke, Fa., 
E. N. Lewis conceived the idea of 
building these 'houtet of re-enforced 
concrete throughout, which- would not 
only furnish the operatives with model 
sanitary homes, but would serve at 
a demonstration of the possibilities of 
building Industrial communities by thit 
new procest of pouring in steel forms. 
While the idea of the poured house 
it timilar to that of Edison, the meth- 
od, the Scientific American says, it 
entirely different from the plan on 
which he hat been working. The prac- 
ticability of the system of building, in- 
vented by a Washington architect, Mil- 
ton Dana Morrill, has been demon- 
strated in the building of a cement 
city, Virginia Highlandt, near Wash- 
ington. 


In the Pennsylvania town for work- 
men, now being completed, productt 
which have been heretofore regarded 
at waste are being utilized. The build- 
ings are a mixture of coal cinders, 
sand and cement. 
Forty houtes are 
being poured, grouped in pairs, inclos- 
ing a park or a playground which it 
300 by 600 feet. 
A railroad track la 
laid around the whole group 
and 
mixing plant It mounted on a flat car 
with an elevator for hoisting concrete 
attached. 
Cars of sand, cement and 
cinders are attached to the mixing car 
and spouts conduct the moisture into 
the steel forms at the various parts of 
the building. 
As a section of one 
houte is completed, the train is moved 
to the next. 


Still another cement city Is well un- 
der way at High Lake, a suburb of 
Chicago. 
Here, the entire 
concrete 
work, including cellar walls and 
first 
story walls of one of the bungalows, 
some 30 oy 40 feet, has been poured 
In four days and the cost of construc- 
tion of six inch walls, which Is ample 
for a one or two story building, has 
been brought down to eight cents a 
square foot, which Is less than the cost 
of constructing of frame houses. 
The 
houses are said to have proved dry and 
exceptionally warm during cold weath- 
er.

One of these is Burwash,

Rudyard 
Kipling 
secluded 
himself 
from the torment of sightseers who 
drove hJm from Rottlngdean. 
Rottlng- 
dean is a quaint seaside village, so 
close to Brighton that every 
visitor 
here makes a point of seeing it, and 
Kipling used to be looked upon as a 
valuable asset in the attractions of the 
place. 


Every omnibus laden with holiday 
trippers used to make a point of draw^ 
ing up cloBe to his garden wall, while 
the 
conductor 
declaimed in a loud 
voice to the passengers (all craning 
their necks in tho effort to see 
as 
much as possible), 
"This 'ouse, ladles 
and g«ntlemen, is the residence of the 
distinguished 
h'author, 
Mr. Rudyard 
Kipling."
